Fifteen enlisted m en w ere killed, a 
commissioned 
officer 
was wounded, 
four enlisted m en wore wounded and 
a naval contingent operating with the 
military sustained 
thirty-two casu al­ 
ties. 
The Moros lost 600 men killed. 
Major General Leonard Wood, com ­ 
mander of the division of the Philip­ 
pines, reports as follows from Jolo, 
capital of the Sulu Islands: 
“A severe 
action between troops, a naval detach­ 
m ent and constabulary

The en g a g em en t opened 
during the afternoon of March 6 and 
ended In ther m orning of March 
8 , 
1 he action involved the cajiture of 
Mount Dajo, a lava cone 2,100 feet 
high, with a crater at its sum m it and 
extrem ely steep. 
T he last 400 feet 
w ere at an angle of 50 degrees and 
there were fifty perpendicular ridges 
covered with a growth of timber and 
strongly fortified and defended by an 
Invisible force of Moros. 
“The army casualties w ere fifteen 
enlisted men killed, a com m issioned 
officer and four enlisted men wound­ 
ed, 
The naval casualties numbered 
thirty-two. 
Ensign H. S, Cooke, jr., 
o f the United States steam er Pampan- 
ga, commanding the Pampanga fort, 
w as severely wounded, and Coxswain 
Gilmore was severely wounded in the 
elbow. 
“The constabulary casualties were: 
Captin John R. White, wounded In the 
thigh, severely; 
three enlisted men 
killed and thirteen wounded. 
Captain 
Tyree Rivers sustained a slight flesh 
wound in the thigh; Lieutenant Gor­ 
don Johnston was slightly wounded in 
the right hand; Lieutenant W iley T. 
Conway 
of the Sixth infantry w as 
slightly wounded in the left eye. 
All 
th e wounded arc doing well. 
"Colonel Joseph W . Duncan of the 
Sixth infantry directed th<> operation». 
All the defenders of the Moro strong­ 
hold wore killed. 
Six hundred bodies 
w ere found on the field. 
The action 
resulted in the extinction of a band 
o f outlaws who, recouivzlng no chief, 
had been raiding friendly Moros, and.' j 
ow in g to their defiance of th** Ameri- i 
can authorities, had stirred up a dan­ 
gerou s condition of affairs.”

The vote on statehood cam e as the 
climax of a day devoted exclusively to 
that bill. 
Most of the tim e was given 
to discussion, but the voting on th e 
bill 
and 
am endm ents 
consum ed 
an 
hour and a half. 
The speech-making 
excited comparatively little Interest, 
but there was pronounced excitem ent 
throughout the voting period, and It 
culminated when the sucess of the mo­ 
tion to elim inate Arizona and N ew 
Mexico was announced. 
The test vote upon which the op­ 
ponents 
of 
Joint 
statehood 
showed 
their greatest strength w as on the For- 
aker am endm ent, which provided that 
Arizona and N ew M exico should have 
an opportunity to vote separately on 
the 
propoosition 
of joint statehood. 
This w as carried by a vote of 42 to 29. 
Previous to this action provision for 
increased 
appropriations in the bill 
I was stricken out in order to afford an 
opportunity for a motion to concur In 
the senate am endm ents when the bill 
Is sent to the house. 
The speech- 
m aking began at 11 o’clock and w as 
under the ten-minute rule after the 
first hour. 
About a dozen speeches 
were made, but the notable ones were 
made by Messrs. Dubois and Burrows 
In denunciation of polygam y in Arizo­ 
na and N ew Mexico. 
Mr. Dubois se ­ 
cured the incorporation o f anti-polyg­ 
amy amendm ent, but the elimination 
of Arizona from the m easure detracted 
som ewhat from the Importance of the 
accomplishm ent. 
As amended by the 
senate the bill provides for the crea­ 
tion of the state of Oklahoma out of

Regulation of Private Bankers Contest­ 


ed in Suprem e Court. 


Indianapolis, Ind., 
March 10. — A 
suit to test the constitutionality of 
the private hankers’ law enacted by 
the last session of th< legislature in 
now before the supreme court. 
The 
local courts refused to impose a fine 
of $1.0(Ki against, the Richcreek Bank 
ins company because it refused to com 
ply with the law. 
The attorneys for 
the defendant Insisted that the law 1.« 
unconstitutional because it forbids a 
private banker to use more than hall 
his property in the banking business, 
while persons in other business, in­ 
cluding incorporated banks, may in 
vest all their capital as they desire 
They also objected to the law on the 
ground that only one-third of a private 
banker’s capital may consist of real 
estate, whereas similar restrictions are 
not placed on other lines of business 
The third principal objection was tc 
the provision that private tankers, or 
at least one member of the firm, shall 
be residents of the state. 
The state's 
attorneys declared that all these fea­ 
tures of the law might be eliminated 
and that what would he left would he 
valid. They also insisted that the po­ 
lice power of the state extends to the 
regulation of private hanks and that 
the legislature has the right to classify 
occupations in regulating them under 
this power. 
The attorneys for the de­ 
fendants replied that with the features 
mentioned stricken out the law would 
not stand as the one the legislature 
wanted to enact, and that it would per 
mit 
an 
unwarranted 
discrimination 
against the private bankers.
